WASHINGTON (IP) *- Chairman 
John L. McClellan of the Senate 
Rackets Committee today ordered 
contempt 
of 
congress 
action 
against the son 
and nephew of 
Teamsters President Dave Beck. 
McClellan ordered contempt pro­ 
ceedings started by the committee 
staff after a fruitless questioning 
of Dave Beck Jr. and Joseph Mc- 
Evoy, Beck’s nephew by m arriage, 
on their relations with the T eam ­ 
sters Union and its payroll. 
Beck 
Jr. 
invoked 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment 130 times in refusing 
to tell 
committee 
investigators 
whether he got nearly $65,000 in 
salary and expenses from the un­ 
ion. 


McEvoy 
invoked 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment 90 times on similar 
questions. Both men refused to say 
even whether they knew the senior 
Beck. 


"Such Flagrant Abuse*' 
McClellan told the two balky wit­ 
nesses that he doubted that "the 
Founding Fathers . . , ever con­ 
ceived such flagrant abuse would 
be m ade” of the Fifth Amendment 
"as has been made of it since this 
committee started its hearings and 
particularly today.” 
He said that if the courts sustain 
the right of the two witnesses to 
invoke the Fifth Amendment to 
many of the questions asked them 
today, 
"then 
America 
faces 
a 
great danger” 
and law enforce­ 
ment could "break down.” 
Sen. Karl E. Mundt (R S. D ). 
a committee member, predicted 
that the committee would vote a 
contempt citation and that the Sen­ 
ate would approve it. 
Sen. St.m J. Ervin J r (D-N. C.) 
commented 
that "if the s Fifth 
Amendment didn’t have a lot of 
vitality, it would have been plumb 
wore out today.” 
If the committee recommends 
contempt citations and the Senate 
votes them, they will go to the 
Justice Department for prosecu­ 
tion. Maximum penalty upon con 
viction is a year in jail and $1,000 
fine. 
Young Beck had refused to say 
whether he knew his father—“ on 
grounds that it may incriminate 
m e.” 


NEW YORK (IPI—Cigarette smok I 
ing 
and 
prem ature death 
were I 
coupled today in the final report 
on a massive four-year statistical 
study of 188.000 male smokers and 
non-smokers 
conducted 
by 
the 
American Cancer Society. 
Death rates from all causes were ■ 
higher among the smokers than j 
among the non-smokers. The rates 
I rose consistently in proportion to 
the amount of smoking. 
Among men who smoked one- 
I half pack—IO cigarettes—a day or 
I less, the death rate was 34 per 
cent higher than among/non smok 
ers. Among smokers of one half to 
one pack a day, it w as 70 per cent 
j higher; among one to two-pack-a I 
day smokers it was 96 per cent I 
higher, and it was 123 per c e n t 1 
higher for men who smoked two or 
more packs a day. 


The 
report 
was 
presented 
by 
prs. E. Cuyler Hammond and Dan­ 
iel Horn at the annual meeting of 
the American Medical Assn. here 


The statistical rundown showed 
that IO times more smokers than 
non-smokers had died of lung can 
cer during the first-year period of 
the study. 
The death rate from heart and 
circulatory diseases was 70 per 
cent higher among smokers than 
the rate statistically 
expectable 
among non-smokers. 
Deaths from lung diseases other 
than cancer were three times more 
numerous among cigarette smok 
ers than among non-smokers, and 
deaths from pneumonia and infill 
enza were almost four times high 
er. 
The report also found that male 
smokers were seven times more 
susceptible to death from cancer 
of the esophagi!*, larynx, mouth, 
tongue and the back of the throat 
than non smokers. As for stomach 
ulcers, 51 men of the 188,000 atli 
died died from this cause, and ail 
were smokers, 46 of cigarettes, 
two of pipes, two of cigars and 
one of both pipes and cigars.

Anderson Strader Remains Cheerful 
Even After ll Years in Hospital

It has been ll years since An­ 
derson C. Strader was taken to 
a Harrisburg hospital following a 
fall of some 40 feet while working 
. on a building near the Harrisburg 
city limits. 


And despite the fact that a hos­ 
pital 
has been home since that 
day—June 4, 15)46—Mr. Strader is 
one of the most cheerful men in 
Harrisburg, 
A quick, warm smile 
greets visitors and a firm hand 
shake and a .sincere "God Bless 
You1’ gives the departing visitors 
a feeling that it was good to visit 
with this man. 


Eleven years ago, near the end 
of the working day, Mr. Strader 
and others were repairing some 
building at the west city limits 
of Harrisburg 
Walking near the 
peak -wf the roof, to give a fellow 
worker a hand in lining up some 
roofing material, Strader stepped 
on a loose piece of roofing cover­ 
ing a hole. 
The roofing material 
slipped and Strader fell through 
the hole and 40 feet onto a pile 
of old brick on the ground below. 


Told Ile Could Not Live 


Critically injured, he was uncon­ 
scious for days, paralyzed from 
the waist down, had only limited 
use of one arm 
and could not 
speak. 
He was given practically 
no chance to recover and rem em ­ 
bers that many doctors who ex­ 
amined him told him frankly he 
couldn’t live. 
"Six doctors who 
told me I had no chance to sur­ 
vive are now dead,” Strader re­ 
called recently. 
Now he is a strong, healthy ap­ 
pearing man, with brawny arms 
and big chest, but still almost com­ 
pletely paralyzed in his legs. 


His happy, 
cheerful frame of 
mind is the result of keeping busy. 
“ An occupied mind is a happy 
mind,” is Strader’s motto. 
During the past years he had 
| read his Bible through nine times, 
J made 28 quilts, 394 clothes pin 
baskets, 
25*4 
cushion tops, 
96 
aprons, 284 pot holders, collected 
1,500 stamps, written 160 poems, 
1 entertained thousands of visitors 
and corresponded with people in 
45 states and 13 foreign countries. 
Filled scrap hooks and buldging 
boxes hold proof of the many cards 
and letters received. 
Interested in Current Affairs 
And he has received souvenirs 
and trinkets from 37 states and 
seven foreign countries. 
The trin­ 
kets hang from a meta! fram e­ 
work around his hospital bed and 
Mr. Strader 
rem em bers 
where 
each one came from. 
He also has an interest in cur­ 
rent affairs, reads The Daily Reg­ 
ister every day, and has a radio 
and TV in his room. 
About five years ago a number 
of friends went together and pur­ 
chased Mr. Strader a wheel chair 
and he enjoyed a tour of the Har­ 
risburg 
business district, 
being 
wheeled around by an old friend. 
And he was looking forward to 
attending 
tonight’s 
Harrisburg 
Township high school commence­ 
ment exercises and see his young­ 
est daughter, Peggy Strader, grad 
un ti* from the HTHS. 
But a short time ago, turning 
over in bed, he broke his left leg 
and will have to miss graduation. 
But despite his latest misfortune 
Mr. Strader is a happy, cheerful 
man
